LASSIFICATION: For some years it has been the custom 

of the Booklist to give a choice of numbers for such subjects 
as poetry, essays and drama. This was begun because many 
smaller libraries habitually keep English and American books in 
each of these groups together. In other libraries both the Ameri- 
can and English numbers are used. Without presuming to 
dictate one method or the other, the Booklist would, from its 
own point of view, prefer to classify each of these books in its 
appropriate number according to the nationality of the author. 
This need not affect local practice. Fearing to cause confusion 
by a sudden change of policy, the Booklist would appreciate an 
expression of opinion and preference from librarians generally. 
Another choice is given in the case of individual biography 
where B and 921 are offered as alternatives. The number 921 
was chosen arbitrarily to represent individual biography and not 
with any regard to the subject to which this number is assigned 
in the decimal classification. Do not most librarians use simply 
B in individual biography? We should prefer to drop the 921 
if librarians agree that it is unnecessary. We shall hope to hear 
from many librarians on this subject. A post card will suffice. 

T is with regret that we report the death of Signor Guido 

Biagi of the Laurentian library in Florence. Signor Biagi 
had graciously consented to prepare an Italian list for the Book- 
list several times a year. Only one such list was prepared and 
published. 

O children’s books appear in this issue. The number of new 

titles is always small at this time of the year so this month 
offers a good opportunity for librarians to check through their 
juvenile collections very carefully and to fill the gaps. There 
have been many excellent editions of the old favorites this year 
and last. Look through back numbers of your Booklist and 
check good editions which you could not afford to buy when 
they appeared because of the new titles you were ordering. The 
A. L. A. Catalog Supplement is an indispensable aid in rounding 
out book collections, both adult and juvenile. The wise librarian 
divides her book fund, setting aside a certain proportion for 
standard and classic books and replacements and watching the 
different classes for gaps that need to be filled.

Two new supplementary volumes which appear in two editions, differ- 
ing in certain minor details as follows: The volumes numbered 1 
and 2 supplement the original second edition published in 1914-16 and 
contain thirteen maps. Volumes numbered 24 and 25 supplement the 
present subscription edition (the 1922 revised reprint of the second edi- 
tion) and contain only three maps, the others being in the present sub- 
scription edition. Otherwise volumes 24 and 25 are identical with volumes 
1 and 2, except that volume 25 has bound with it the “Courses of Read- 
ing,” which is not included in volume 2, being already part of the 1914-16 
edition.

The larger part of this textbook on the education of mentally deficient 
children deals with the sociological and medical aspects of the subject, 
although one section is devoted to the “Public school questions relating 
to the education of handicapped children.” Supplies an abundance of 
indispensable information regarding theories of the causes of feeble- 
mindedness, definitions of the various grades of mental deficiency, methods 
of prevention and cure, etc. Bibliography.
